A Polaroid camera can print a 
black and white snap in 10 seconds 
‘and a colour picture in SO seconds 
One side of the cartridge used in the 
camera, is a negative film roll and 
the other side is a positive roll, Some 
containers in which chemicals are 
filled are connected with the positive 
roll, While taking the photo, both the 
positive and negative rolls are 
exposed, These film rolls will be 
passed through a pair of rollers 
Which break the containers 
containing chemicals. In the mean 
time, the chemical will spread on the 
negative roll and a negative inage 
will be formed on it, Then the 
chemicals in the containers spread 
on the positive roll, When the 
chemical action is complete, a 
positive photograph is formed.

Madurai, Music was his favourite 
pursuit from childhood. His natural 
interest for music and ability to 
compose tunes were identified by his 
brother Paavalar Varadharajan ~ a 
poet, who also encouraged his talent 
Tayaraja’s mother, a huge repository 
cof Tamil folk songs, seems to have 
had a very strong influence over his 
music. 

Raja learned to play the guitar and 
the piano under the 
mentorship of Dhanraj 
master. Later he did a 





diploma course in music from Tririty 
College of London. In 1970, he 
appeared for an exam and came out 
with a gold medal. In 1976, Ilayaraja 
composed great melodies fora Tail 
film ‘Annakil 

The song “‘Janani, Janani, 
Jagamni.” which he has composed, 
is truly soul - stirring. 

Hayaraja has composed music for 
over $40 films and composed over 
5000 songs in various Indian 
languages like Telugu, Malayalam 
and Kannada, With his burning 
musical sensibility, he is an 
unbelievably fast composer who 
does everything from orchestration 
to writing notation, from recording 
sounds to balancing of tracks. 

He is spiritually inclined and has 
composed many devotional songs. 
Tayaraja is called as ‘Maestro’. He 
has also created a new raga by the 
name ‘Panchamukhi’. Iayaraja tas 
composed music for Thiruvasagam, 
a tamil epic. It was an unique atterapt 
to synthesise ideas from both Indian 
and western classical traditions. He 
has also created a symphony.
